J add this, not that /rejazd, or our Colonies pro- 
ch, but becaufe the firft partakes of fome of 
on Good with us, which the reft of the 
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World do not 3 and becaufe our Colonies prevent our 
Wanting fome Things, which other Parts might be 
faid to fupply us with, if we had them not there.

3. Herrings 3 Thisis.an Exclufive Gift of Heaven 
to us, withomt any poffible Exception, tho’ we are 
perks to let other Nations run away with them;

4. Tobacco; This is our Colonies Produce, “tis true, 
andit is as true, that our Neighbour Nations do, 
to our Lofs, begin to plant.it yery much in other 
Parts, as in Guelderland, in France, in Silefia, and 
in the Circaffian Mafcovy ; but none of thefe have yet 
come to make it a Trade, or export it from them- 
felves ; no, nor fo much as to be able to fupply them- 
felves, without taking fome of ours to help out :—— 
The Circaffians excepted. 

5- Woolen Manufattures of numberlefs forts; There 
are, indeed, fome Attempts at making thefe abroad, 
but fo Trifling and Succelslefs, for want of Englifh 
Wool, that the Exception is not worth naming, 

It isnot material toenter into fmaller Articles of 
our Export, either from hence, or from our Colonies, 
fuch as are yet in themfelves confiderable ; as, efpe- 
cially, the Salmon and White-fiJh from Scotland, Beef, 
Tallow, and, indeed, all forts of Provifions from. 
Ireland , Coals, Malt, and Corn, of all kinds ; Su- 
gars, Ginger, Indico, Cotton, (Sc. from our Colo- 
nies, (Sc. which, tho’ they are not exclufives abfo- 
lutely, yet bear a very confiderable Article in our 
Exportation. From all which ma be faid, with 
great Madefty ; That no Natioa tn the World can ex- 
port fuch a prodigious Value in the Growth and Ma- 
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Nufature of their own Country and People, as the 
Subjeas of Great Britain. 

What. are the Wines and,, Brandies of France, to 
the Woollen Manufactures of England? What, their 
Linnen, Silks, Perfumes, and Toys, to our Tin, Lead, 
Herrings, Tobacco and Sugars ? 

What are the Wines, Oyls, and Fruit of Spain; 
nay, include all their Cocheneel, Indico, Druggs, 
©.. from the Spanifh America? It is evident they will 
not all Ballance that part of oarWoollen Marufa@ure, 
that themfelves only take of us : Since almoft all the 
Wine, Oy! and Fruit, nay, and Wool too, which 
they can export, comes tous, and the greatet part 
of their Cocheneel alfo, and yet we generally took 
from them above a Million of Pieces of Eight in 
Bullion every Year. 

The thort Ut I make of this is, this, That unlefs 
unaccountable indolence, Negligence, or Mifmanage- 
ment, appears in our Trading, We may. may we 
muft Trade to more Advantage, and grow Rich by 
Trade, fafter than any Nation in the World. 

This is alarge Field to enter upon, and perhaps 
I may touch it imperfe@ly, but I fhali fpake of it ae 
gain, upon many other Oceafions; in the mean time, 
this is a Certain ‘dixim, an undeniable Foundation 
in Trade, T hat tho:e People whofe Export is their own 
Growth, or Manufaéture, or Growth AND Manu- 
fafure rather, muft get more by Trade, than other 
People, 

But as thefe are proper Heads for Foundations, 
they neceffarily return me to where I left off; viz. 
The Decay of our Trade; f aff gn’d you feveral De- 
creafes and Increafes of our Trade, and I was upon 
the Erquiry, what real Inereafes t are, for fome 
Tallow'd the-e were; upon our home Trade J inftane’d in 
foms, ironically, as Bonkyopts, Beggars, Luxury and 
Expenfive way of Living: itis very hard to fay, that 
we are under any vifible Encreafe of Trade at Home,
